QUESTION: Is a space or building allowed to be defined as “low energy” or “semi-
heated”, and thus not required to be maintained at a minimum indoor
temperature of not less than 68 degrees per IBC 1204, if the space
heating systems provided are not for the primary purpose of human
comfort?

ANSWER: Yes. See also interpretation 13-12.
